The first person to call attention/to the enormous varierly of Issues of this state 
was apparentlv Dr. Montroville ¥ilson Dickeson, i^iom TDE Magazine once called "a Burton 
Holmes of the ir^O’s”. In his .fimerican Numismatic I'-Ianual . he published tables listiiig 
several dozen tvpes and varieties, now not easily identified because the modem nethods 
of cojnparison had not been developed. lickeson's numbering is no longer of inqsbrtance, 
since his entire collection of Jersey coppers went to Dr. I-Iaris, and Haris’s numbers liave 
become the st^dard. 

Crosby was apparently acquainted Trilth most cf Dr, Haris’s collection, m l87ii-5, 
wldle completing his Early Coirs of Anerica . he drew iro a type table similar to those he

Dr. Haris’s work was ccnsidered the absolute standard from the time of its publication 
in 1881, Terse but picturesque of language and accurate of detail, his descriptions have 
influenced mar^y subsequent authors— nob sQ.t qgether to their benefit, since Haris, a Philadel- 
phia Qualter, was addicted -fc eccentricities of language associated wilh the Friends’ "plain 
speech," 'fhe errors in this book are few indeed, and the principal (h.sadvantages cf its 
use are mainTy due to its unvdelc^ size (elephant folio) and its rarity. A damaged copy, 
lacking the introductory text, brou^t $36 several years ago; a perfect copy would probably 
be worth f>?0 or more, fiere^one to ^pear at auction,

G.R.Ross put a long article into the I4ay 1918 Numismatist (pp, 2o6-13), with errata in 
the June issue (jp. 2^9-60), attempting to simplify the task of locating coins on the Haris 
plate. This had the disadvantage of disregarding any logical order for arbitrary ’’fypes." ,

The description implies that to identify these li^JtT-jei^.t prbd.ucts of private en- 
terprise we m.ust seek a variety or varieties occurring in considerable quantities and usually

This variety, though obviously'- a skilfully made imitatirn of 
Maris U6-e, is evidently not a product of the Rahi'ja^-, ■Morristo’S'jn , Slizabethtot'm or Bailey 
mints. Its large six-pointed -tars, neculiar letters and oddly formed numerals are unique 
among state coinages. Crosbj’- and liaris both recognized this variety's uniqueness. All other

Cne po£5sible origin might be with the yr. Hatfield referred to in Crosty, page 282 
bottom. The clue is in the fact that Hatfield's name does not appear in the official records 
as connected with any of the authorized mintmaSters, that he made his own dies, and that he 
struck the coins in a bam. with assistance of 4 single Negro, instead of the usual group of 
laborers. Ihese details suggest that the operation was private, possibly clandestine, and 
certainly nob connected with eitiier of the regular mints. .

In Ilay 1790 the New Jersey.'- legislature alluded to Arsons unlcnoi'<?n' liio had procured 
many old coppers at 60 per shilling and impressed them vdth dies of the regular Jersey tv]:e 
in order that they might pass as Jersey coppers, Riring the copper panic in "ew York, 
1789-90, the onij’' coppers accepted at a better rate than that named above were those cf 
New Jersey, whxh had passed in 17&7 at Hi per shilling (Crost^'^, p, 291 bottom), in 1788-9 
at 1^ per shilling, and during the panic x-jere falling to 2U the shilling, and continuing to 
decline. The legislature accordingly moved to accent no more Jersey coppers in payments of 
debts to the State. 


In order to identify’- these coppers struck in 1789-90 the thing to look for is overstrikes 

and in particular overstrikes on coins of 1788, or on fiachin's Kill products vjhich are known 

to have been made in 1789. Ihere immediately comes to mind the series of varr'.eties Maris 

38-b and Uo-bt 

17-J, K, b; 3h-J and v; 35-J and w;/56-58 and ?0-73 inclu^ve. These almost invariably come 

including 1788 Vermonts and Newburgh imitation halfpence , 
as overstrikes oh a!71 sorts of cofiper ^uok,/ No other varieties are seen overstruck on other 

coins. Bie above varieties fall into three distinct groups by style*. (I) dd.Jiahway Mint 

dies (Maris obvs.

Cmstellatio silver to exemplify Robert Morris's extra ord jj^ar;^ plans for a U.S, coinage. 
(See Ihe Papers of 'Ihomas Jefferson , VII, pp. xxvii-x>cviii and 153-155.'^ Dudley vras re- 
leased by Morris in 178ii and at -that time -was in the Fliiladelphia area. It seems a most 
amazing coincidence that there could be two Benjamin Dudleys connected ’.n-th the minting 
business Mthin 2^ years and 100 miles of each other. If -they xrere in fact the same per- 
son, we ha-ve to speculate tdiat he did for the two mintm.asters. !Die question immediately 


arises; Could Dudley ha\’’e been tie engraver called the "Morristown Master"? --r is known 
to have made dies for both Rahway and Morristoi-m coins. His dies are of fi:-er quality than 
anything else found on .'orristown coirs, and Mb. 153 is am.ong the best of the Rahway dies. 
Unfortuna-bely the punches do not match those on the Nova Constellatio silver, but the latter

Nev- 
ertheless, the quality of engraving is sufficiently excellent on the Morristown Master's 
few dies to put them in a class with Dudley's work.

The Question of Value as a Functiogi of Condition. 


About this subject there mil alvrar/r> be disagroe’-ent , despite Dr. Sheldon's ad- 
mirable effort to make it into a scjenco^ precisely because correct grading of coins 
of any series is sonethang of an art, and coin dealers are goaerally not artists, nor 

indeed are they scientists. For puiposes of standardization, vxe propose^o use the 
(see Table 

Sheldon scale/6f 1 to 7 ' here, on the assumotion that in this series, as in large cents, 
vai.ue approadmateiy equals B.V. (Basal Value) multiplied by condition humericaHy eac^ressed. 
The scale of 1 to 70 is actually too short, as time has shoi^mj it ^:as originally stan- 
dardised for 179^1- cents at a time t'iien a 70 -coin brought just about seventy times as much 
as the same "vtariety in basal state, about l8 times as much as a Good coin, about 6 times 
as much as a Pine one, about times as much as a VF one, etc. For the last few years, 

it lias nroved safer to assume that a large cent in 70 condition, or the finest known of 
(regardless of objective grade) 

a variety, is worth approximately double book value, and a 6^-coin, or one of the two or 
thjree best of a vari-etj^, about 1^ times its bor-k valuer the scale of 1 to 70 has thus 
for practical purposes been stretched at its uoper end, so that the distance between IiO 
and. 70 grade is effectively the distance betireen Uo and lUO times basal vaD.uo, This 
follows a remark of .Dr, Sheldon's to the effect that a whole continent extends between 
EF and Unc,, and that mapping it mss’- orove one of the pleasant exercises in nuraianatics 
to come. 

It appears that Jersey coppers in the absolute grades from ^ to 70, vdth perhaps 

three or four exceptions, are prohibitively’' rare, and the stretching of the sea He should 

far exceed that for large cents in comparable condition. It follows that these coins,

double book value in 60 to 65 grade, etc.* in other respects the application of the 

Sheldon scale should be made as though these coins vrere large cents. Indeed, "Uie Jersey 

coppers liave, more than- once been compared to the large cents, in variety of fabric, in 

bei’il dering ai*ray of varieties (on]yr recently put into ary/ sert of order), in rari’t^’' and 

value of the earliest issues, (the 1786 Coulterless ■byre being cemrared to the 1793 cents), 

in the T^alth of bizarre and extreme die breaks, overstrikes, errors, etc. Some cf the 

greatest collectors of large cents also collected Jerseys; Karis, I^ys, Hall, Ifyder, Hines, 
Parmelee, Crosby, Stickney, Earle, Banent, Jacicnan, Hiller, and many others.

Earlier the somewhat startling assertion was made, though nob elaborated cn, that the 
two varieties with date under plowbeam were patterns made by VJycn of Birmin^an, England, 

The evidence for this is ccnclusive -ttiough a Little roundabout. The first hint was provided 
by Maris when he mentioned that his reverses E and F (of the coins with date under plowbeam; 
our dies A and B) were "manifestly the vo± of the same artist" and at the sarre tirre coxUed 
fron reverse C, ,the die found i-iith the BMES, and that this was a pattern reverse brought 
ever fi-om England.ty Pfelter Mould, Crosby's Hate VII figures importantly in the reasoning 
to follow, so the skeptical reader might do well to have it before him. For cenveniauce , 
the relevant mulings (VII, 10 to 31) cti the acc onpanr/ing diagram are given their Crosby 
numbers, life have renumbered the twaity-one dies for reasons to be Si own later. 

l»fe begin xjith the generally accepted fact that the Nova Constellatio coppers were made 
in Bi.mingham (reportedly by order of Couverneur Morris), and that the MITMIS and BIMUME 
obverses are reliably ascribed to l\^on. It is a commonly used pii.nciple in numismatics that 
two dies sharing identical letter punches can be ascribed to the same engraver, in 1he absanc 
of contrar^r evidence. Another principle is that when the satie die is muled ■^ith tvro others 
knoxrm to have different places of oii.gin, the die must have done some travelling, bub this 
assumntion need not be made unless unequivocal evidence of the kind exists. There are ti-ro •

(and only two) clear-cut instances^of dies having been shipped over; Obverse , after 
being muled t-jith reverses W-,W and X!G, obvious Ehglish productions, rgas mled long after- 
xoards tntti two dies knoi'jn to liave been made by James F, Atlee (CEfflCIVS III REX and VERNDN 
AUCTORI). And tteverse C, after being muled i-Jith Obv, ^''8 (also obviously I'fycnls vroik)jTOs 
later muled >jith Obv,, 5^1- (Maris 6), Icnoxm to have been the work of the Korristoi-Jn Mint.

are all i^';-cin's x^orfe. It is first necessary to call attent^^on to a peculiar S punch charac-

Ihese punches all have distinctive defects or irregulari- 
ties which make identification positive where snecimens are sufflciaitly sharp. A few 
other such identities vmMl become apparent upon stu<^ of the 21 dies as a group* but those 
just cited are sufficient to connect those with New Jersey devices to the Nova Constellatios 
and hence with ^.^'’on, „ - 

New Karis, for sene undeteminable reasm, included the ElUNIS, 1786 eagle and GEN. 
WASHENGTON obverses T-7ith the New Jersey coins, though the first refers to the U.S. generally 
the second variety is an obvi.ous mule, and the third likewise refers to no particular state, 
kfe have to decide vjhether or not to follow Haris’s examnle, ^Aether or not to ado the other 
related IfJyon dies which come mnled with these, or only seme of them, or none. And it seems 
that since hfyen was seeking to make coins for the Confederation rather than for a single 
state (to judge by their inscripti ens) , except for the three NOVA G^AREA obverses, and 
since this monogranh is attempting to describe New Jersey coins and not those of the Con- 
federation generally, we diould make it a rule to include all. those and cnly those having 
an inscripticn referring S’-ecificall.y to Nei-r Jersey. The H''IMUi'l[S', eagle aid Washington 
b^erses obviously do not belong in this categoiy and therefore not in this monogra]li. 

This is the reason for numbering the various !. Von dies referring to the Cenfederat ion from 

VV 7Z 

701 to 710, ^ to m. 

Cn the other hand, there is every reason to include Obvs. 1, 2 and 3, despite their 
British origin, since they are of the type adopted ly the kfew Jersey legislature ai d copied 
at the Rahway Kint in 1?86, and since they circulated over here as Jersey coppers. . 


A Note on the Numb ^ring Sjrstem Used 




Ihe choice of a proper numbering system became the subject of much concern once it 
became clear that the Maris numbers would have to be replaced . At one time we thought of 
numbering the varieties straight through, 1 to 122 exclusive of the five counterfeits, 
but it became evident that this would not serve adequately to distinguish among the products 
of the various mints, nor allow for the addition of new varieties should any be discovered 
after publication, Ibe same objection held against merely denominating the varieties 1-A 
to 78 -DDj moreover, there is too much chance of mistaking, say, 13-J (which is Maris 2ii-p) 
for Maris 13-J; or more like3y referring to 13-J, 17 -J, 20-N, 21-N, etc., without specifying 
BB or Mari.s, the reader then discovering that these represent actual die combinations found 
both in this book and in Maris, but meaning altogether different varieties. 


A Compromise was arrived at idii h it is hoped will have some mnemonic value. Each 
vari.ety is assigned, theoretically, a three-digit number; the first digit is actuallv a 
prefix referring to the mint which issued the variety, the last two (01 to 99 ) the number 
of the variety. For the T-yon coins, x#iich would properly be numbered 001, 002, etc,, it 
was decided to drop the zeros, ihe result follows:

Ogden, fully aware that 
his authority to strike coins had expired, moved the ^lint equipment to Elizabethtown, and 
late in 1789 began to use state.-coppers, halfpence, etc,, bought at the rate of up to 6o 
per shilling, as planchets on ivhich to impress the dies of regular New Jersey type, because 
Jersey coppers until then still passed at l5 per shilling. The dies Ogden took to Eliza-. 
bethtoi'H were obverses l8 and U5, and reverses N and R (Fiaris 17 and 38, J and K) . It is 
uncertain whether the vai*iety to follow was struck then or in 1788 with the Rahway post- 
replevin coins.

I'here are three distinct series of coins reliably attributed to this mint. They may 
be tabulated as follows; 

•I. Coarse ;d.de.dies and flans. Nos. 301-301;, 309-312. (Tt^o' reverses; from other groups.) 

II. Fine wide dies and flans. By the Morristovm Master. Nos. 30^-308. 

III. Coarse narrpw dies, and flans; date 1788 only. Nos. 313-316. 

The dies of Group I (Maris obverses 6, 59-61, .51; and reverses D, o, p, t, u) 

have as ccxnmon features obvi. ous points of style and peculiar figure and letter punches, 
the most distinctive of X'^hich are the so-called "inverted" N and disproportionately large 
S and wide crude U, Group I coins- al-^ra 7 /-s come on wide planchets (with the exception of 
a few exairples of No. 310), and tine dies themselves are wider than ary seen on the Rahway 
coins, The first obverse cones i-ath a pattern die brought over by Walter Mould from 
mint at Birmingham, makiig the popular variety Maris 6-C (No. 301). The last obverse, a 
die unknoui to Maris, and the only wide one dated 1788, is knoX'Tn in a unique exanple with 
a reverse of Group II. (No. 312). 

Group II comprises five dies (Maris ob^’-s . 62 and 63, revs, q, r and s) made from en- 

tire]j'- different punches, the letters better formed and the date punches notably small.

These/are wholly unlil<e Group I or III, and their sole affinit^^ is with No. l53 (Maris 
53-0 ). They are of so much finer workmanship and aesthetic quality than the other Morris- 
town efforts that I -was for a while tempted to place them in Group V of the Rahway coins of 
1787 , immediately following No. l53. However, this is out of the question because they are 
linked inescapably to the Mprristov.n Mint by the muling No. 312 above mentioned, and because 
the dies vjere evidently made for ■wide planchets tyrical of Morristoiim and never found on 
Ratoiay co~- ns— indeed, altogether unlike even the flans on w’r.ich No. l53 comes. 

Group III comnrises three obverses and a single reverse (Maris 65-67 and rev. v) . It 
appears that a third m graver worked on these dies, using the puncheiS of Group I still at 
hand (except the S). Damon Douglas made the interesting discover^'- that these punches were 


used on two varieties of 1787 Connecticut cents, Miller 6^-M and 6^-M (the famous Laughing 
Heads), and these are indeed unlike all other Connecticut copners. It is suspected that 
the engraver of Group III was re^onsible for the Connecticut s just named, rather than he 
of Group I, as there is an affinity in the sketchy treatment of the "Laughing Heads" obver- 
ses to the treatment of the fpur Group III dies.

The present gio up includes all Jersey copners known to exist cverstruck on other ccire 
with the exception of three manifest counterfeits (Kos, 6^3-605). It is altogether evicfent 
that these did not all ori-ginate with Matthias Qgden in EHzabethto’t^n . Indeed,, only groups 
I and II are assignable to Cgden. ¥e know that he brought the old Rahway Mint equipnent to 
Elizabethtown and started minting overstrikes late in 1789. Logically/- the coins assignable 
to Ogden should form a group identifiable by the presence of old Rahvraj'- Mint dies if ary such 
remained. Group ! (Nos. ^01-5oii, Haris 17 -K, 17-J, 17-b and 38-b) includes four such old 
dies. !I^e reverse of 502 (Maris J) was subsequently used in Group II, hloreover. No, 5o5 
(K. IfO-b) shares a reverse wi,th Group I, and the obverse is typical of the ELaited Manes of 
Group H .

The obverse of No. 5?2 (Maris ?8) diows a 
faintljr punched and parb 35 >- effaced lai^e cinquefoil , apparently the same as that used on 
1788 M. 1?^, 16^ and 17, In addition, the pecu3.iar elongated A, large double-serif C, N, 

0 and R appear to be from the same punches on these Connecticut dies and those of the Camel 
Ifeads, allowance being made for wear on the C^nnecticuts and different depth to which the 
punches were sunk into the dies. The peculiar C and R punches, hoi-jever, seem unmistakably 
the same . Thi.s does not commit us to the position that these Camel Heads ■were made in 



Connect: cut or New York, especially as the origin of mary 1788 Connect icuts is obscure, it 
nevertheless does suggest another oi*igin' than ElizabethtoTO for them, particularly as the 
dies are so utterly unlike those knoi^ to have been made for use there. It is logical to 
suppose that during the copper panic in New York, in which only Jersey coppers passed at 
anything like the normal rate, many private parties woul.d have tried to make passable Jersej'-- 
tyne dies, bty up old coppers at large discounts and proceed to impress them with their 
putative Jersey dies, in order to make a profit of several hundred percent without the large 
initial expense of b>,:ij'-ing rollers and cutters to stanp planchets out of sheet or pig copper 
as the legitimate coiners had done. Mow precisely this did happen j for Nee. ^'’ 3 , 6c-4- and 605 
testify to th ' fact, ,'ihese are the failures. Perhaps the Carael Heads are the more success- 
fill attempts.

Collectors are urged to beware of fake / manufactured bv altering genuine Jersey coppers 
in date, horse or other details. Ihe ^pieton collecticn (KHS)' contains several dozen such. 

A favorite endeavor of this sort is to present coins dated I 7 B 6 or 1787 with horse head 
(in one instance, plow also) turned to left, me particularly deceptive and well-made 
exair^^le is pictured on the plate; it is evident ]y made from a No. 306. When in doubt, 
check the plates, particularly the reverses; the manufacturers seldcm bother to tarper with 
reverse s . 

Ihe coins numbered 6 OI to 6 o 5 on the plates have every earmark of being counterfeits 
of the day, the last three presumably’’ called forth by the New York copper panic of 1789-90 
in which nothing but Jersey coppers v;ould pass at anything like their fomer value . !Uie 
variety called by Maris ”82” actually proved to be a duplication of No. 182, Karis 36-J.
